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To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  Councie  of  Careton. 


Centeemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  29th  Annual 
Report,  dealing  with  the  year  1910,  together  with  Reports 
from  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

In  previous  Reports,  more  especially  after  the  in- 
troduction of  new  members  into  the  Council  by  election, 
I have  premised  by  making  some  remarks  respecting  the 
physical  and  other  features  of  the  district  and  its  com- 
ponent parts ; and  by  adopting  this  course  on  the  present 
occasion,  I hope  such  repetition  will  not  be  altogether  with- 
out interest,  or  deemed  unnecessary. 

One  part,  including  Carlton  and  Porchester  Wards, 
may  be  described  as  somewhat  long  and  straggling  ; and 
the  other,  Netherfield  Ward,  as  compact  and  thickly 
populated.  The  soil  of  the  two  former  is  of  a strong 
clayey  nature,  with  a subsoil  of  clay  and  sandstone  ; and 
that  of  the  latter  is  alluvial  gravel,  and,  of  course,  porous. 
Porchester  is  a new  and  mainly  residential  ; Carlton,  a 
working-class,  and  to  a small  extent  residential  ; and 
Netherfield,  a comparatively  new  district  containing  a 
population  largely  consisting  of  railway  employees  and 
factory  operatives. 
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The  work  in  Carlton  Ward  is  chiefly  brick-making', 
framework  knitting,  lace  and  hosiery  finishing,  and  a fair 
number  of  the  inhabitants  are  engaged  in  Nottingham 
warehouses  and  at  the  Gedling  coal  pit.  In  this  part  of 
the  district  there  is  a large  number  of  ver}^  old  houses, 
erected,  I should  imagine,  before  Public  Health  Acts  came 
into  force,  55  of  which  are  back-to-back,  and  upwards  of 
200  with  one  entrance  only,  a few  of  the  latter  not  having 
windows  at  the  rear,  and,  like  back-to-back  houses,  no 
through  ventilation.  The  occupations  of  the  inhabitants, 
I should  sa}^,  general^  speaking,  are  not  of  an  unhealthy 
character,  but  it  is  plain  that  the  housing  is  not  all  that 
could  be  desired.  Fortunately  there  is  no  great  congestion, 
and,  as  a rule,  a fair  amount  of  air-space.  I need  scarcely 
remark  that  for  very  many  years  the  erection  of  such 
dwellings  has  not  been  permitted,  and  that  suitable  b}^- 
laws  are  strictly  enforced. 

Carlton  and  Porchester  contain  a large  amount  of 
agricultural  and  gardening  land,  and  together  cover  about 
1,200  acres,  whilst  Netherfield,  except  for  a certain  number 
of  garden  allotments  and  a field  or  two,  is  mostly  built 
upon,  and  contains  about  200  acres. 

There  are  very  few  wells  remaining  in  the  district, 
and  Nottingham  Corporation  water  is  the  main  supply. 
This  water  is  obtained  from  a great  depth  beneath  a thick 
stratum  of  sandstone,  and  is  of  excellent  qualit}^ 

There  is  a double  system  of  drainage,  the  sewage  being 
received  by  the  Nottingham  sewer,  whereby  it  is  conveyed 
to  the  sewage  farm  belonging  to  the  Nottingham  Corpora- 
tion, and  situated  at  Stoke  Bardolph  and  Bulcote  ; and  the 
surface  or  storm  water  is  conveyed  by  a separate  system 
to  the  river  Trent.  The  sewage  from  Netherfield  is  pumped 
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into  the  Not tiiigham  sewer,  and  that  from  Carlton  and  Por- 
chester  arrir^es  there  by  gravitation  - Carlton  and 
Porchester  being  situated  at  the  top  and  sides  of  an  elevated 
region,  and  Xetherfield  at  the  bottom  and  below  the  level 
of  the  said  sewer.  ^ 

The  flat  low  level  of  Netherfleld  is  against  successful 
surface-water  drainage,  being  at  times  greatly  impeded 
by  the  rising  of  the  river  Trent,  (julley  traps  for  the 
drains  are  in  use  as  a rule. 

There  are  3,250  pails  and  900  water-closets,  and  all 
new  houses  are  now  provided  with  the  latter. 

The  chief  defect,  in  addition  to  other  obvious  dis- 
advantages of  the  pail-closet  system,  up  to  the  present,  is 
that  proper  cleansing  after  emptying  is  not  done.  The 
removal  of  the  contents  of  pail  closets  and  also  house 
refuse  is  undertaken  by  the  Council,  concerning  which, 
particulars,  with  other  useful  and  interesting  information, 
will  be  found  in  the  vSurveyor’s  Report. 

Not  many  years  ago  privy  ash-pits  were  the  rule., 
and,  as  will  be  gathered  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances' 
Report,  they  have  been  reduced  to  20,  which  he  hopes 
will  soon  be  entirely  done  away  with. 

The  schools  are  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and  ha^^e 
been  disinfected  during  the  holidays. 

A public  mortuary,  one  of  the  requirements  of  the 
past,  has  just  been  completed,  and,  although  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  not  be  frequently  needed,  there  ha\'e 
been  times  when  the  lack  of  such  a structure  has  been  a 
very  great  inconvenience. 
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Both  Carlton  and  Xetherfield  are  now  provided  with 
recreation  grounds,  which  will  be  beneficial  and  greatly 
appreciated  as  time  rolls  on.  Open-air  spaces  are  especially 
desirable  in  densely  populated  districts,  and  the  population 
of  this  district  is  likely  to  continue  increasing  at  a fairly 
rapid  rate,  due  in  a measure  to  the  neighbouring  colliery 
and  also  the  nearer  approach  of  the  Nottingham  tramway 
system. 

The  inspection  of  children  at  school  b}^  the  school 
Medical  Ofifcer  has  alread}-  had  a beneficial  effect,  and  the 
provision  of  a disinfector  would  be  an  advantageous 
assistance  to  deal  with  verminous  clothing,  as  well  as  being 
valuable  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  other  infected 
material. 


POPULATION. 

Mr.  Win.  Peck,  the  Rate  Collector,  has  once  more 
kindly  furnished  me  with  the  number  of  occupied  houses 
in  the  District  at  Midsummer  last.  In  Carlton  Ward 
there  were  1,572;  in  Netherfield  Ward,  1,432;  and  in 
Porchester  Ward,  472  ; making  a total  of  3,476.  By 
assigning  to  these  houses  the  same  averages  of  inhabitants 
as  at  the  last  census,  viz.  ; 4.5  to  those  of  Carlton  and 
Porchester  and  4.8  to  Netherfield,  my  estimates  of  the 
population  are  7,074  for  Carlton  ; 6,874  for  Netherfield  ; 
and  2,124  for  Porchester;  the  population  for  the  whole 
district  having  been  16,072.  At  Midsummer,  1909,  the 
occupied  houses  numbered  3,417  for  the  whole  district,  of 
which  Carlton  contained  1,491  ; Netherfield,  1,458;  and 
Porchester,  468.  The  population  for  the  whole  district  in 
1909  numbered  15,813.  The  increases  for  1910  over  1909 
were  for  the  whole  district  59  occupied  houses  and  259 
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inhabitants  ; for  Carlton,  81  houses  and  365  inhabitants  ; 
Porchester,  4 houses  and  18  inhabitants  ; whilst  Xether- 
field  appears  to  have  suffered  a decrease  of  26  occupied 
houses  and  124  inhabitants.  The  withdrawal  of  a number 
of  railway  employees  from  Netherfield  accounts  for  the 
diminution  in  that  locality.  Compared  with  the  year  1909. 
the  natural  increases,  that  is  of  births  over  deaths,  are,  for 
the  whole  district,  242.  For  Carlton,  101  ; Netherfield, 
105  ; and  Porchester.  36.  In  1908,  when  Porchester  Ward 
was  taken  out  of  Carlton,  the  estimates  of  population  were 
for  the  whole  district,  15,303  ; for  Carlton,  6,511  ; Nether- 
field, 6,902  ; and  Porchester,  1,890  ; so  that  comparatively 
the  whole  district  has  an  increase  in  1910  over  1908  of  769. 
Carlton,  an  increase  of  563  ; Porchester,  an  increase  of 
234  : whilst  Netherfield  has  a decrease  of  28.  The  average 
for  the  ten  years,  1900  to  1909,  for  the  whole  district  was 
13,225.  These  estimates  can  only  be  approximate,  and 
therefore  somewhat  unreliable  ; the  coming  census  will, 
of  course,  provide  a more  accurate  basis  for  estimates  and 
statistics  in  the  immediate  future. 

BIRTHS. 

During  1910  there  were  411  births  of  living  children 
registered;  of  these  201  belonged  to  Carlton,  160  to  Nether- 
field. and  50  to  Porchester.  In  Carlton  there  were  1 1 1 
males  and  90  females,  in  Netherfield  79  males  and  81 
females,  and  in  Porchester  21  males  and  29  females  ; 
giving  a total  of  211  males  and  200  females.  Compared 
with  1909,  there  was  a decrease  of  46  registrations  ; Carlton 
had  an  increase  of  9,  Netherfield  a decrease  of  71,  and 
Porchester  an  increase  of  16.  The  birth-rates  were,  for  the 
whole  district,  25.57  ; for  Carlton,  28.41  ; for  Netherfield. 
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23.27  ; and  Porchester,  23.54.  In  1909  the  rates  were  for 
the  whole  district  28.90  ; for  Carlton,  28.61  ; for  Xether- 
field,  34.43  ; and  Porchester,  16.14  ; so  that  in  1910  there 
was  in  Carlton  a slight,  and  in  Xetherfield  a marked, 
decrease,  whilst  in  Porchester  there  was  as  marked  an 
increase.  The  average  of  registered  births  for  the  ten 
years,  1900  to  1909,  was  for  the  whole  district,  384,  and 
the  average  birth-rate,  29.17.  Of  the  births  in  1910  there 
were  395  legitimate  and  16  illegitimate,  showing  a slight  but 
regrettable  increase  of  the  latter  on  1909,  when  there  were 
443  legitimate  to  14  illegitimate.  Of  the  16  illegitimate 
births,  12  were  in  Carlton,  3 in  Netherfield,  and  1 in  Por- 
chester. 

A medical  certificate  is  required  before  burial  of  still- 
born children  takes  place,  whether  the  mother  be  attended 
at  her  conlinement  by  a medical  man  or  nurse  only.  The 
caretaker  at  the  Cemetery  informs  me  that  there  were  22 
such  interments  in  1910  and  19  in  1909.  This  rule  has  a 
tendency  to  check  the  wilful  avoidance  of  registration  and 
proper  burial,  where  life  has  been  but  of  very  short  duration. 

The  birth-rate  in  1910  for  England  and  Wales  was 
24.8  ; for  77  great  towns,  25.0  ; for  136  small  towns,  23.7  ; 
and  England  and  Wales,  less  the  213  towns,  25.0. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  155  deaths  registered  in  the  district,  and 
14  deaths  of  residents  outside  the  district,  making  a total 
of  169,  compared  with  154  in  the  previous  year.  The 
death-rate  of  those  registered  in  the  district  was  9.64  ; and 
the  net  death-rate,  that  is  of  all  belonging  to  the  district, 
10.52,  compared  with  8.79  and  9.73  respectively  in  1909  ; 
showing  increases  of  rates  in  1910  of  .85  gross  and  .79  net. 
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In  Carlton  there  were  100  deaths,  with  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year  of  33  ; in  Netherfield  55,  with  a decrease  of 
13  ; and  Porchester,  14,  with  a decrease  of  5. 

With  regard  to  ages  at  death,  the  increases  in  number 
have  been : under  1 year,  4 ; 1 year  and  under  5 years,  3 ; 

5 years  and  under  15  years,  4 ; 25  years  and  under  65  years, 

6 ; and  the  decreases  ; those  at  15  years  and  under 
25  years,  1 ; and  65  years  and  upwards,  also  1. 

The  increase  in  Carlton  is  greatly  due  to  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Bronchitis  affecting  old  people,  and  Pre- 
mature Birth  and  Wasting  Diseases  affecting  the  very 
young.  The  death-rates  for  the  several  Wards  were  : for 
Carlton,  14.13  ; Netherfield,  8.00  ; and  Porchester,  6.54. 
In  1909  the  death-rates  of  the  three  Wards  were  almost 
identical ; but  in  the  year  1910,  Carlton  again  resumes  the 
unfavourable  position  relatively  of  former  years.  On 
considering  the  characteristics  of  the  Carlton  Ward,  one 
could  hardly  expect  the  death-rate  of  this  particular 
locality  to  remain  permanently  as  low  as  that  of  last  year. 
The  large  number  of  inferior  houses  existing  in  certain 
parts  of  Carlton,  with  its  attendant  poverty,  and,  I am 
afraid,  careless  or  negligent  domestic  hygiene,  has  probably 
had  its  detrimental  effect  once  more.  To  accomplish  a 
marked  and  beneficial  change  with  regard  to  these  matters 
is  undoubtedly  a difficult  task,  but  much  may  be  done  by 
steady  and  persistent  work  under  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
and  more  especially  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act 
of  1909.  vSince  the  latter  has  come  into  force,  certain  steps 
of  a salutary  character  have  already  been  taken. 

The  death-rate  in  1910  for  England  and  Wales  was 
13.4  ; for  77  great  towns,  14.3  ; for  136  small  towns,  12.9  ; 
and  for  England  and  Wales,  less  the  213  towns,  12.8. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  42  certified  and  3 uncertified  deaths  of 
infants  under  1 ^^ear  of  age,  45  in  all,  compared  with  a total 
of  41  in  1909.  The  rate  per  1,000  births  was  113  ; in  1909 
the  rate  was  only  90. 

Carlton  Ward  compares  unfavourably  with  the  other 
Wards,  whereas  in  1909  Netherfield  had  the  highest  rate. 
In  1910  the  rate  for  Carlton  was  very  high,  viz.  : 164  per 
1,000  births  ; for  Netherfield,  50,  a very  low  rate  ; and  for 
Porchester,  80.  The  high  infantile  death-rate  for  Carlton 
Ward  has  not  been  due  to  zymotic,  but  chiefiy  to  wasting 
diseases,  premature  births,  inanition,  and  convulsions. 
How  much  of  this  high  rate  was  actualH  preventable  it  is 
difficult  to  say,  and  I am  inclined  to  think,  judging  from 
previous  records,  that  the  great  increase  in  1910  is  some- 
what accidental,  and  I hope  not  likely  to  continue  ; but  on 
the  other  hand,  the  high  rate  in  Carlton  Ward 
denotes  a regrettable  condition  of  things,  and  some- 
thing wrong  with  regard  to  the  management  of  infants, 
and  a deficiency  in  the  stamina  of  parents.  In  1909,  the 
rate  for  Carlton  Ward  was  exceptionally  low,  viz.  : 89  per 
1,000  births. 

The  circumstances  and  characters  of  the  people,  and 
the  conditions  of  their  dwellings,  have  much  to  do  with  the 
infantile  death-rate.  A high  rate  indicates  the  presence 
of  a weakly  stock  of  living  children,  because  naturally  the 
sur\fivors  inherit  the  same  weakness  which  has  proved 
fatal  to  others,  and  consequently  the  subsequent  niortalit}’- 
rate  is  unfavourably  influenced. 

Healthy  surroundings,  also  healtlw  and  intelligent 
parents,  are  important  factors  in  the  preservation  of  infant 
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life.  If  mothers  are  fairly  healthy,  feeding  from  the 
breast  is  decidedly  the  best  source  of  nourishment ; but 
when  other  food  is  necessary,  cow’s  milk  of  the  purest 
quality  and  suitably  diluted,  or  not,  according  to  the  age 
of  the  child,  is  on  the  whole  most  reliable. 

The  newspaper  reports  of  inquests  afford  ample 
evidence  of  the  gross  ignorance  of  some  parents  with  regard 
to  the  feeding  of  their  offspring,  and  to  counteract  this 
state  of  things  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  provided 
that  a suitable  health  visitor  be  appointed,  would,  if 
adopted,  be  most  useful  in  this  district.  I think  the  time 
has  arrived  when  serious  consideration  should  be  given  to 
this  matter,  as  marked  success  has  ensued  from  its  adoption 
in  other  quarters.  Trained  midwives  can  do  much  by 
way  of  instruction,  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  in  large  poor 
localities  there  will  be  a scarcity  of  such  persons  unless 
adequate  provision  can  be  made  by  Nursing  Associations, 
as  it  does  not  pay  to  practice  in  such  places. 

I think  this  might  be  remedied  if  proper  remuneration 
were  received  by  midwives  from  the  Poor  Law  Guardians, 
or  some  other  body,  for  attending  poor  persons.  The  elder 
girls  in  schools  might  receive  a course  of  instruction  on  the 
management  of  homes  and  infants,  with  benefit. 

There  were  4 deaths  of  illegitimate  children  to  16 
illegitimate  births,  a less  proportion  than  in  1909,  when 
there  were  6 deaths  to  14  births. 

The  deaths  under  1 year  to  1,000  births  were  : in 
England  and  Wales,  106;  in  77  great  towns,  115  ; in  136 
small  towns,  104  ; and  in  England  and  Wales,  less  the  213 
towns,  96. 
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DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

There  were  7 deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  or 
epidemic  diseases,  the  death-rate  having  been  only  .44,. 
compared  with  .69  in  1909. 

The  causes  of  deaths  under  this  heading  were  : Scarlet 
Fever,  1 in  Netherfield  ; Whooping  Cough,  1 in  Carlton  ; 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  1 each  in  Carlton  and 
Netherfield  ; Enteric  Fever,  1 in  Netherfield  ; and  Diar- 
rhoea, 2 in  Carlton.  The  total  deaths  having  been  4 in 
Carlton,  3 in  Netherfield,  and  0 in  Porchester  ; and  the 
rates,  .57  in  Carlton  and  .42  in  Netherfield. 

The  year  1910  has  climatically  been  antagonistic  to 
the  spread  of  such  diseases  as  Diarrhoea  and  Enteric  Fever, 
the  former  of  which,  when  prevalent,  often  causing  a serious 
increase  of  deaths  ; but  apart  from  this,  improved  sanitary 
conditions,  I feel  sure,  have  had  a desirable  influence 
towards  their  suppression  in  late  years. 

There  were  2 deaths  from  Enteritis,  and  the  same 
number  from  Gastritis,  bowel  diseases  which  are  not 
included  in  this  category,  but  which  might,  notwith- 
standing, be  associated  with  infectious  conditions. 

The  rate  of  deaths  from  the  principal  epidemic  diseases 
in  England  and  Wales  was  .99  ; in  77  great  towns,  1.23  ; 
in  136  small  towns,  .88;  and  in  England  and  Wales,  less 
the  213  towns,  .74. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  Basford  Isolation  Hospital  receives  from  this, 
together  with  other  Urban  Districts,  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  Enteric  Fever,  on  certain  terms,  and 
1 case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  sent  there  from  Carlton. 
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Two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  1 from  Carlton  and  another 
from  Netherfield,  were  sent  to  the  Nottingham  General 
Hospital. 

The  Small-Pox  Hospital  at  Hucknall  Torkard  is  kept 
in  readiness  for  the  reception  of  cases  from,  and  at  the 
expense  of,  certain  Urban  Districts,  including  Carlton. 

With  regard  to  Scarlet  P'ever  and  Diphtheria,  such 
cases  are  treated  at  home  when  suitable  accommodation 
can  be  procured,  otherwise  the  expense  involved  by  removal 
generall}^  would  be  seriously  felt  in  this  particular  district. 
The  great  majority  of  parents  prefer  keeping  the  patients 
in  their  homes,  and  I must  say  that  rareh^  does  such  an 
arrangement,  when  certain  rules  are  strictly  carried  out, 
fail  to  prevent  extension  of  an  attack. 

When  parents  are  able  to  contribute  something 
towards  the  maintenance  of  their  children  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  Council  endeavour  to  procure  it,  especially 
when  the  removal  is  desired  merely  to  avoid  nursing,  etc. 
Whether  this  policA"  is  altogether  satisfactory  is  a debatable 
question,  different  methods  being  adopted  in  various 
districts. 


NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  1910  there  were  92  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases  received,  compared  with  112  in  1909  and  121  in 
1908.  Of  the  notifications,  41  related  to  Carlton,  39  to 
Netherfield,  and  12  to  Porchester.  The  attack  rate  per 
1,000  for  the  whole  district  was  5.7  ; for  Carlton,  5.8  ; 
Netherfield,  5.7  ; and  Porchester,  5.6  ; so  that  there  was 
a pretty  even  distribution  throughout  the  district. 
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In  1909,  the  attack  rate  was  : for  the  whole  district, 
7.0;  for  Carlton,  8.5;  Netherfield,  7.1  ; and  Porchester, 

2.4. 

Weekly  returns  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
are  now  sent  by  myself  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Small  Pox. — Xo  notification  of  this  disease  has  been 
received  during  1910.  Small  Pox  is  not  a filth  disease,  and 
therefore  the  sanitary  condition  with  regard  to  it  is  not  of 
so  much  consequence.  Under  the  healthiest  conditions, 
the  unvaccinated  run  an  equal  risk  with  others,  if  brought 
in  contact  with  the  complaint.  I fear  that  some  day  there 
will  be  a rude  awakening  through  the  non-use  of  the  only 
sure  and  well-tried  preventive,  i.e.,  vaccination  and 
revaccination.  I am  unable  to  give  figures  showing  the 
proportions  of  vaccinated  and  unvaccinated  persons  in  this 
district,  but  have  no  hesitation  in  sa^fing  that  there  is  a 
considerable  number  of  the  latter,  although  in  this  respect 
we  may  even  compare  favourably  with  some  other  districts. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirty-five  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified,  but  I know,  from  my  own  observations,  that  more 
than  this  number  were  attacked.  By  visiting  the  schools 
and  being  permitted  to  inspect  registers,  I have  discovered 
other  cases ; these,  together  with  other  suspicious  cases, 
were  excluded.  By  these  means  I found  a child  in  the 
peeling  stage,  and  isolation  and  disinfection  were  effected  ; 
and  from  further  enquiries,  I ascertained  that  3 children 
in  one  family  had,  during  the  midsummer  holidays,  sore 
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throats  and  rashes,  though  but  slightly  indisposed,  their 
illness  was  discovered  several  weeks  after,  and  all  trace  of 
the  disease  had  disappeared.  As  I have  frequently  men- 
tioned, these  very  mild  cases,  which  are  not  notified  or  even 
recognised,  are  the  means  of  keeping  alive  an  epidemic, 
and  are  difficult  to  trace. 

Of  the  35  cases,  7 related  to  Carlton,  21  to  Netherfield, 
and  7 to  Porchester,  with  1 fatality  in  Netherfield,  Six 
of  the  cases  were  of  children  aged  1 and  under  5 years  ; 25 
aged  5 and  under  15  ; and  of  persons  aged  15  and  under  25, 
there  were  3 attacked  ; and  of  those  aged  25  and  under 
65,  there  was  1 case  ; so  that  the  largest  number,  as  usual, 
was  of  those  of  school  age. 

The  35  cases  occurred  in  24  houses,  all  of  which  were 
visited  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  myself.  Printed 
instructions  were  furnished  and  disinfection  by  fumigation 
effected  on  recovery  and  after  the  receipt  of  a post-card, 
which  is  supplied,  signed  by  the  medical  practitioner. 

In  January,  5 notifications  were  received  ; in  March, 
1 ; in  June,  4 ; in  July,  8 ; in  August,  4 ; in  vSeptember, 
5 ; in  October,  2 ; in  November,  2 ; and  in  December,  4. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  school  teachers  are  alive  to 
the  necessity  of  keeping  a careful  eye  on  all  contacts.  The 
risks  of  home  treatment  may  be  minimised  by  free  inunction 
with  eucalyptus  oil  and  swabbing  the  throat  with  carbolic 
oil,  as  recommended  by  many  medical  men. 

In  1909,  there  were  69  notihcations  ; in  1908,  61  ; 
in  1907,  28  ; and  in  1906,  76.  In  1910,  the  attack  rate 
per  1,000  of  the  population  was  2.2,  the  rate  in  1909  having 
been  4.36. 
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Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — There  were  22 
notifications  of  these  diseases,  which  are  grouped  together 
because  they  are  due  to  the  same  cause,  their  bacterial 
origin  being  identical  ; of  these,  16  were  located  in  Carlton, 

4 in  Netherfield,  and  2 in  Porchester.  Two  cases  were 
fatal,  one  in  Carlton  and  the  other  in  Netherfield.  Un- 
healthy surroundings  make  individuals  susceptible  to 
Diphtheria,  and  the  predominance  in  Carlton  must  be  at- 
tributed to  such  causes.  In  certain  parts  of  this  Ward, 
domestic  hygiene  is  far  from  ideal,  and  a large  number  of 
old  houses  may  be  described  as  only  just  passable.  One 
case  from  Carlton  was  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  attack-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  1.4, 
and  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases,  9.  In  1909,  the  attack- 
rate  was  1.26,  and  rate  of  case  fatality,  15  per  cent.  Twelve 
of  the  cases  were  children  aged  5 and  under  15  years, 
practically  school  children.  The  fatal  case,  that  of  a child 
aged  2J  years,  in  Carlton,  occurred  in  a modern  cottage, 
but  rabbits  and  fowls  were  kept  in  the  limited  space  at  the 
back.  It  is  an  accepted  theory,  I may  say  fact,  that 
animals  may  suffer  from  the  disease  and  infect  human 
beings.  The  death  in  Netherfield  was  that  of  an  infant 
aged  9 months. 

With  regard  to  this  disease,  school  teachers  may  give 
great  assistance  by  observing  symptoms,  such  as  sore 
throats,  swellings  in  the  neck,  and  discharges  from  the  nose, 
and  referring  those  so  afflicted  to  a medical  officer  or 
practitioner.  It  is  now  fully  realised  that  the  early  use  of 
diphtheria  antitoxin  is  the  most  reliable  means  of  combating 
this  disease,  and  the  Uocal  Government  Board  orders,  dated 
August  15th,  1910,  sanction  the  provision  gratis  of  the 
serum  for  poor  people,  so  that  if  there  was  previous^  any 
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doubt  as  to  the  legality  of  this  procedure,  it  has  now  been 
set  at  rest.  The  serum  has  been  supplied  gratis  in  such 
circumstances  for  over  2 years  in  this  district. 

I would  once  more  point  to  the  advisability  of 
procuring  bacteriological  examination  of  secretions  from 
the  throats  of  suspects  and  of  those  who  have  been  at- 
tacked, before  allowing  a return  to  school,  to  ensure  their 
freedom  from  infection.  There  were  1 or  more  cases  in 
every  month,  except  July  and  September,  the  greatest 
number  In  one  month  having  been  5 in  November,  3 of 
which  were  in  the  same  house,  so  that  at  no  particular 
time  was  there  what  might  be  termed  an  epidemic. 

Enteric  Fever. — There  were  4 cases  notified,  1 in  Carlton 
and  3 in  Netherfield,  with  1 death  in  the  latter.  The 
weather  during  1910,  as  in  the  previous  year,  was  not 
favourable  to  the  extension  of  the  disease.  The  good 
supply  of  pure  water  and  the  excellent  drainage,  for  the 
most  part,  are  important  factors  as  preventives  ; but  on  the 
other  hand,  the  pail-closet  system  is  likely  to  favour  an 
outbreak.  The  first  two  cases  notified  were  those  of  two 
brothers,  aged  9 and  15  years,  living  in  Ashwell  Street, 
Netherfield,  on  the  3rd  of  March  ; the  mother  had  suffered 
from  the  complaint,  her  case  having  been  notified  on 
December  23rd,  1909.  No  cause  for  the  outbreak  could 
be  ascertained  ; the  house  was  modern,  provided  with 
Nottingham  Corporation  water,  the  drains  were  trapped 
with  gulleys,  but  there  was  a pail  closet.  The  next  case 
notified  on  April  1st  was  that  of  a man  who  worked  in  a 
l)rickyard  and  resided  in  Dale  Road,  Carlton,  in  a newl)^ 
l)uilt  cottage,  which  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  ; there 
was  here  a water  closet,  Nottingham  water,  and  the  drains 
had  gulley  traps. 
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Dale  Road,  a private  one,  is,  however,  frequently  in  a 
bad  condition,  owing  to  the  heavy  traffic  consisting  of 
brick  leading  from  the  brickyard  at  its  extremity  ; this 
road,  I understand,  will  very  soon  be  thoroughly  made  and 
put  into  a satisfactory  condition.  The  fourth  and  last 
case  was  notified  on  May  9th,  and  proved  fatal  ; a woman, 
aged  47  years,  residing  in  Curzon  Street,  Netherfield,  was 
the  victim  ; tap  water  was  supplied  here,  there  was  a pail 
closet,  and  pigeons  were  kept  close  to  the  back  of  the  house. 
No  decisively  assignable  cause  could  be  ascertained.  Two 
of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  General  Hospital,  Not- 
tingham. The  houses  were  disinfected,  and  special  pails 
provided  for  excreta.  These  cases,  with  the  exception  of 
the  two  in  one  house,  were  far  apart,  and  in  no  way  con- 
nected. 

Erysipelas. — There  were  31  cases,  of  which  17  were  in 
Carlton,  11  in  Netherfield,  and  3 in  Porchester.  Kr3"sipelas 
appears  to  be  more  prevalent  in  this  than  in  surrounding 
districts.  Unhealthy  conditions,  such  as  over-crowding, 
want  of  ventilation,  filth  and  poor  food,  are  some  of  the 
predisposing  causes,  and  where  poverty  and  poor  dwellings 
abound,  erysipelas  is  probably  a permanent  guest.  There 
were  2 cases  of  Facial  Erysipelas  in  the  same  house  in 
Carlton,  with  an  interval  of  17  days  between  each  notifica- 
tion, displaying  the  infectiousness  of  the  disease  ; these 
occurred  in  a roomy,  but  old,  house  with  large  garden 
attached  ; the  first  attacked  was  a woman  aged  58  years, 
and  the  second  a man  aged  32  years  (aunt  and  nephew  b}^ 
marriage)  ; a pail  closet  was  used.  Whether  the  use  of 
uncleansed  pails  has  anything  directly  to  do  with  the 
])revalence  of  Erysipelas  I am  not  prepared  to  say,  but  I 
certainly  think  they  may  be  a contributory  cause.

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles. — On  June  29tli,  out  of  164  children  in  the 
infant  department  of  the  Porchester  Schools,  there  were 
35  infected  with  Measles,  and  altogether  60  absentees, 
in  consequence  of  which  closure  of  this  department  was 
effected  for  a little  over  3 weeks,  from  July  1st.  On 
December  16th,  at  the  Netherfield  Church  of  England 
infant  school,  out  of  99  on  the  books,  65  only  were  present ; 
22  were  absent  suffering  from  Measles  and  4 contacts  were 
also  away  ; this  department  was  consequently  closed  for 
3 weeks.  There  were  no  deaths. 

School  closure  does  not  appear  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  an  epidemic  after  it  has  got  a good  start ; it  may  scotch 
it,  but  its  course  usually  proceeds,  though  possibly  at  a 
slower  pace. 

Statistical  evidence  goes  to  show  that  in  populous 
districts  a very  large  percentage  of  children  of  7 years  and 
upwards  have  already  had  Measles.  Those  who  have  had 
Measles  once,  but  very  rarely  have  a second  attack,  and, 
therefore,  they  are  regarded  as  immune,  and  need  not 
necessarily  be  excluded  from  school.  Otherwise  the 
interference  with  education,  by  exclusion  of  such  children, 
would  be  very  serious,  especially  in  a district  where  epi- 
demics are  of  frequent  occurrence. 

In  the  revised  Memorandum  to  Medical  Officers  of 
Health,  1909,  under  the  rules  for  the  Exclusion  of  In- 
dividuals, is  the  following  : In  large  towns  and  in  the 
smaller  districts,  in  which  the  majority  of  children  over  7 
years  of  age  who  are  attending  public  elementary  schools 
have  had  Measles,  the  practice  is  frequently  adopted,  where 
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Measles  breaks  out  in  a household,  of  excluding  from  school 
attendance  only  those  children  of  the  same  household  who 
attend  the  infant  school,  and  those  older  children  of  the 
same  household  who  have  not  had  Measles.  The  above 
procedure  can  be  recommended  as  the  result  of  experience 
in  large  districts.” 

As  the  disease  is  not  notifiable,  the  number  of  cases 
during  the  year  cannot  be  given,  neither  can  instructions 
be  given  to  parents  generally,  as  in  the  cases  of  notifiable 
diseases,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Inspector  of 
Nuisances.  There  were  no  deaths,  but  it  is  fair  to  assume 
that  a many  children  would  suffer  impairment  of  health 
and  energy  for  some  time  after  an  attack.  In  dealing  with 
outbreaks  of  this  disease,  the  cordial  co-operation  of 
education  and  sanitary  authorities  is  requisite.  Measles 
is  not  spread  by  a healthy  child",  though  a contact,  con- 
trasting with  Small  Pox  and  Scarlet  Fever  in  that  respect. 
A child  must  itself  be  suffering  from  the  malady  in  order 
to  infect  others,  but  a child  in  the  prodromic  or  preliminary 
stage,  before  marked  symptoms  are  discernible,  is  infectious. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  was  1 death  from  this  ver}" 
infectious  disease,  that  of  an  infant  aged  2 years,  in  Carlton, 
in  May.  Cases  were  brought  to  my  notice  from  February 
to  July,  but  at  no  time  were  the  cases  so  numerous  as  to 
warrant,  in  my  opinion,  school  closure. 

Epidemic  Influenza. — There  was  1 death  of  an  adult 
in  Netherfield  directly  attributed  to  this  disease,  1)ut  the 
complaint  has,  I believe,  been  as  prevalent  as  usual,  and 
may  have  indirectly  caused  more  fatalities,  and  serious 
effects  on  health  and  employment. 
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Diarrhoea. — Once  more  the  elimatic  conditions  have 
not  favoured  the  prevalence  of  this  disease.  There  were 
2 deaths  of  infants  in  Carlton,  1 aged  2 years  in  a back-to- 
back  house,  and  another  aged  15  months  in  a small  cottage 
in  vSouthcliffe  Road.  In  1909  there  were  4 deaths. 

Mumps. — This  disease  was  present  in  May,  and  lor 
some  time  afterwards.  On  the  11th  May  the  school  at- 
tendance Officer  informed  me  that  out  of  an  average 
attendance  of  450  in  the  infant  department  of  Ashwell 
Street  schools,  60  or  70  were  absent,  of  which  25  had 
Mumps  ; one  elass  having  been  chiefly  affected.  The 
teachers  were  asked  to  exclude  children  attacked,  for  3 
weeks  from  commencement  of  illness,  as  per  rule  54  Local 
Government  Board  Memorandum.  It  then  beeame  very 
prevalent  in  Carlton,  especially  amongst  the  children 
attending  the  infant  department  of  the  Church  of  England 
School,  and  this  was  closed  for  14  da\^s  from  JuE  18th, 
after  which  but  few  eases  came  to  my  notice. 

Chicken  Pox. — There  have  been,  to  my  knowledge,  a 
few  cases  of  children  suffering  from  this  disease  here  and 
there,  and  the  usual  instructions  respecting  isolation  and 
abstention  from  school  have  been  given. 

Tuberculosis. — There  were  11  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Phthisis  or  Tuberculosis,  commonly  called  Consumption, 
and  9 from  other  Tuberculous  Diseases,  that  is  those 
affecting  some  other  parts  than  the  lung,  distributed  as 
follows  ; — 5 each  of  Phthisis  and  other  Tuberculous 
Diseases  in  Carlton,  4 of  the  former  and  3 of  the  latter  in 
Netherfield,  and  2 and  1 respectively  in  Porchester.  In 
1909  there  were  6 deaths  from  each  in  Carlton,  6 and  0 in 
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Netherfield,  and  2 and  1 in  Porchester.  Under  the  Public 
Health  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1908,  applying  to  Poor 
I^aw  patients,  1 notification  was  received.  In  1908  the 
death-rate  of  all  tuberculous  diseases,  including  Phthisis, 
was  1.30  : in  1909,  1.32  ; and  in  1910,  1.24.  The  death- 
rate  for  Phthisis  alone  in  1910  was  .68  ; in  1909,  .89  ; and 
in  1908,  .98  ; so  that  there  has  been  a slight  decline  in  the 
rate  each  succeeding  year. 

The  causes  of  Phthisis  and  other  tuberculous  diseases 
have  been  so  often  treated  of  in  the  press  and  in  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  Reports,  that  it  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  dwell  on  the  subject,  beyond  repeating  that  healthy 
conditions  with  regard  to  food  and  housing  are  of  the  first 
importance  in  resisting  such  diseases.  Printed  instructions, 
respecting  the  care  and  general  treatment  of  Phthisis 
patients,  from  a domestic  point  of  view,  are  issued,  and 
disinfection  and  cleansing  of  houses  required  after  removal 
by  death  or  otherwise. 

With  regard  to  tuberculous  diseases  which  so  fre- 
quently maim  or  kill  young  children,  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  food,  especially  milk,  should  be  of  the 
purest  quality  and  free  from  the  organism  which  may  give 
rise  to  such  disastrous  results. 

I again  venture  to  express  the  opinion  that  veterinary 
inspection  of  milking-cows  is  very  desirable  in  order  to 
weed  out  the  unfit,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  prevent  a milk 
supply  being  tainted  with  the  tubercular  bacillus,  which, 
under  prevailing  conditions,  is  likeU  to  be  present. 

SOME  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Cancer. — There  were  12  deaths  from  this  disease,  8 
in  Carlton,  3 in  Netherfield,  and  1 in  Porchester.  In  1909 
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the  deaths  numbered  15,  and  in  1908  there  were  14  deaths. 
Seven  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  between  25  and  65 
years  of  age,  and  5 of  others  over  65  years. 

Diseases  of  Respiratory  Organs  (exclusive  of  Phthisis) 

caused  26  deaths  compared  with  17  in  1909,  35  in  1908, 
and  21  in  1907.  Bronchitis  was  most  fatal  amongst  old 
people,  whilst  Pneumonia  appeared  to  fatally  affect  all 
ages  alike. 

Heart  Diseases. — There  were  14  deaths  from  Heart 
Diseases,  9 of  which  were  aged  between  25  and  65  years. 

SMOKE  PREVENTION. 

Two  cases  of  smoke  nuisance  have  been  dealt  with, 
one  of  which  has  been  satisfactorily  and  the  other  but 
partially  remedied.  The  latter  case  is  still  receiving 
attention,  and  will  soon,  I hope,  give  much  less  cause  of 
complaint.  These  nuisances  related  to  factories  in  Nether- 
field  and  Porchester.  The  smoke  nuisance  is,  however, 
by  no  means  confined  to  factories,  as  is  so  frequently 
demonstrated  by  the  dense  volume  of  smoke  issuing  from 
house  chimneys  which  become  fired  either  through  neglect 
or  wilfulness.  The  Council  is  fully  alive  to  this,  and  de- 
termined, if  possible,  to  check  it. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES,  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  16  cowsheds  accommodating  about  100 
cows,  and  32  registered  milksellers,  9 of  whom  are  also 
registered  as  cowkeepers.  No  milk  is  stored,  but  2 farmers 
who  make  butter  have  suitable  dairies.  All  the  premises 
connected  with  the  milk  supply  have  been  inspected  at 
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least  twice  during  the  year  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
and  myself.  The  floor  of  one  cowshed  was  reported  as 
being  in  a very  dirty  condition,  and  the  occupier  put  it 
into  a satisfactory  state  when  attention  was  called  to  the 
matter,  and  promised  to  exercise  greater  care  in  future. 

There  are  11  registered  and  licensed  slaughterhouses 
which  have  been  regularly  inspected,  both  at  slaughtering 
and  other  times.  One  or  two  required  fresh  lime-w ashing, 
and  have  been  attended  to.  No  diseased  meat  has  been 
detected  during  the  year.  There  is  no  Inspector  with 
special  certiflcate  in  meat  inspection  for  the  district. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS  AND  BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  6 factories,  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
which  are  satisfactory.  One  factory-laundr}^  had  doors 
opening  inwards,  a source  of  danger  in  case  of  Are  This 
matter  was  put  right  b}^  the  occupier  when  requested  to  do 
so.  All  the  workshops  and  bakehouses  have  been  inspected, 
and,  with  one  exception,  were  satisfactory.  The  registered 
workshops  number  58,  of  which  16  are  bakehouses.  There 
are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

There  were  3 lists  received  from  employers  containing 
16  addresses  of  out-workers  residing  in  other  districts,  and 
to  the  Councils  of  such  districts  lists  were  sent.  There 
were  31  lists  and  61  addresses  of  out-workers  received  from 
other  Councils,  composed  as  follows  : — 17  lists  and  40 
addresses  respecting  those  engaged  in  making  wearing 
apparel  ; 12  lists  and  16  addresses  lace,  lace  curtain,  and 
nets  ; and  2 lists  and  5 addresses  surgical  appliances. 

In  4 workshops  there  were  no  abstracts  of  the  Factory 
Workshop  Act  (S  133)  affixed. 
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METEOROLOGY. 

Dr.  Handford,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Healthy, 
has  again  kindty  sent  me  a weather  chart  for  the  year  1910, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  mean  temperature  and 
total  rainfall  were  both  slightly  above  the  average.  This 
chart,  together  with  tables  of  statistics  required  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  Home  Office,  are  appended 
to  this  Report. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  and  my  fellow-officials  for  their  unvarying  courtesy 
and  remain.

Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Report. 

Carlton,  January,  1911. 

'Gentlemen, 

New  Buildings. — During  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1910,  plans  have  been  approved  for  the  erection  of 
152  Dwelling-houses  in  your  district.  Of  these  96  were  in 
Carlton  Ward,  33  in  Netherfield  Ward,  and  23  in  Dorchester 
Ward.  In  addition,  plans  have  been  approA^ed  for  6 
alterations  and  additions  to  Dwelling-houses,  1 Workshop, 
1 New  Street,  1 Chapel,  5 Stables,  and  1 extension  of 
Brickworks. 

Roads  and  Streets.-— Further  lengths  of  Tar-Mac  have 
been  laid  on  the  Main  Road,  viz.  : a section  from  near  the 
Cit}^  Boundary  to  Standhill  Road,  Carlton  Hill  ; a section 
from  near  Freeman’s  Terrace  to  near  Orlando  Drive  ; and 
the  portion  near  the  Windsor  Castle  Hotel  has  been  re- 
paired after  having  been  laid  6 years. 

As  recommended  in  my  last  Report,  a portion  of 
Station  Hill  has  been  coated  with  granite  laid  on  a bed  of 
fine  Tar-Matrix  ; as  a result  there  has  been  no  breaking  up 
of  the  road  owing  to  frosts,  there  has  been  very  little  mud, 
and  I have  no  complaints  as  to  it  being  slippery. 

The  improvements  at  the  junction  of  Manor  Road  and 
Burton  Road,  and  the  junction  of  Manor  Road  and  Station 
Road,  have  been  carried  out.  Considerable  improvement 
to  these  roads  have  been  effected,  and  two  great  points  of 
danger  removed. 

I am  pleased  to  again  say  that  the  County  Surveyor, 
in  his  Annual  Report,  expressed  his  satisfaction  at  the 
condition  of  the  Main  Roads  in  this  district,  the  following 
being  the  concluding  remarks  of  his  Report  on  the  Carlton 
Roads  : — 
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“ I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Main  RoadS' 
under  this  Council  show  the  excellent  result  of  efficient 
management  as  much  as  any  roads  in  the  County.” 

Among  other  works  which  may  be  mentioned,  which 
are  all  in  their  way  improvements  and  make  for  the  comfort 
of  persons  using  those  roads,  are  : the  widening  of  CemeterA^ 
Road,  opposite  the  New  Recreation  Ground,  which  has 
opened  out  the  approach  to  the  Cemetery  ; the  ashphalting 
of  the  footpath  along  the  whole  of  your  Boundary  in 
Woodbo rough  Road  ; the  kerbing  and  forming  of  a foot- 
path on  the  north  side  of  Manor  Road  ; and  the  widening 
of  Carlton  Hill,  near  the  City  Boundary. 

The  following  are  the  amounts  of  various  materials- 
used  during  the  year  : Granite,  350  tons  ; vSlag,  800  tons  ; 
Tar-Mac,  600  tons  ; Kerbs,  400  yards. 

The  Watering  Vans  were  in  use  on  121  days. 

The  expenditure  on  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
the  whole  of  the  Highways  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,. 
1910.  was,  after  deducting  receipts,  £738,  as  against  £709' 
the  previous  year. 

New  Streets. — The  following  Private  vStreets  have  been 
ordered  to  be  made  up  under  the  Private  vStreet  Works  Act,, 
1892,  viz.  ; Willow  Road,  Chatsworth  Avenue,  Carnarvon 
vStreet.  Elm  Drive,  vSecond  Avenue,  and  Dale  Road. 

Steam  Roller. — The  advantage  of  having  a vSteam 
Roller  of  our  own  has,  I venture  to  think,  made  itself 
apparent  during  the  last  year.  In  addition  to  doing  all 
our  own  work,  it  has  been  hired  out,  for  which  you  have 
recei\’ed  the  sum  of  £51  11s.  3d. 

Sewers.  The  whole  of  the  vSewers  have  been  inspected 
and  regularly  hushed,  and  are  in  good  condition.  It  is- 
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proposed  to  at  once  construct  a sewer  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  sewage  from  Freeman’s  Terrace,  Barker’s  Drive, 
and  Willow  Road,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  -fSSO.  When  this 
work  is  completed  and  the  houses  (30  in  number)  con- 
nected, we  shall,  with  the  exception  of  2 or  3 isolated  farms, 
have  all  the  houses  in  the  district  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Street  Lighting. — During  the  year  1 1 new  Imnips  have 
been  erected,  making  a total  number  of  Tamps  in  the 
district  of  277. 

The  new  Lamps  have  been  erected  as  follows  : 6 in 
Carlton  Ward,  4 in  Porchester  Ward,  and  1 in  Netherfield 
Ward. 

The  cost  of  this  department  for  the  ^mar  ending  March 
31st,  1910,  was  £611  2s.  3d.,  and  in  the  previous  year 
/634. 

Night-soil  Scavenging. — During  the  year  the  work 
done  in  this  department  has  consisted  of  the  emptying  of 
179,000  Closet  Pails,  28,000  Dust  Bins,  and  68  Ashpits, 
and  the  number  of  loads  of  night-soil  removed  has  been 
3,403.  Of  this  number,  1,241  have  been  deposited  on  the 
two  tips  at  the  Allotment  Gardens,  for  the  use  of  your 
tenants,  and  the  remainder  supplied  to  the  Farmers  in  the 
locality.  The  expenditure  in  this  department  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1910,  was  £660,  and  in  the  previous 
year  £636. 

I am  again  pleased  to  say  that  no  com])laints  have 
been  received  of  nuisance  caused  by  the  tipping  of  this 
night-soil,  and  I am  not  aware  of  any  of  it  being  stored  at 
any  tip  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  Pails  now  in  the  district  is  3,250, 
Dust  Bins  554,  Ashpits  26,  Privies  30,  and  Water-closets 
900. 
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Cemetery. — During  the  past  year  147  Interments  have 
taken  place  in  the  Cemetery,  as  against  130  in  the  previous 
year. 


Recreation  Grounds. — The  Recreation  Ground  for  the 
Carlton  Ward  was  opened  to  the  public  in  June  last,  and 
a ground  has  been  purchased  for  the  Netherfield  Ward, 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  prepared  and  opened  about  June 
next. 

Free  Library. — The  Free  Library  continues  to  be  very 
popular,  and  the  Xews  Room  is  very  largely  used. 

Fire  Brigade. — I am  pleased  to  again  report  that  there 
have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  fire  in  your  district 
during  the  past  year.  Your  Brigade  have  again  been 
successful  in  competitions,  having  for  the  second  time 
won  the  Xorth-Eastern  District  Challenge  Cup,  and  they 
also  won  the  third  prize  in  the  National  Manual  Com- 
petition. 

Mortuary. — A Mortuary-  has  now  been  erected  at  your 
depot,  which  has  for  some  time  been  required. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  I should  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  assistance  rendered  to  me 
by  the  Council  and  also  the  other  officials  at  all  times.

Inspector  of  Nuisances’  Report. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  again  presenting  to  you  a brief 
outline  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  1910. 

The  year  has  been  a very  active  one,  and  much  work 
has  been  accomplished.  There  were  numerous  matters 
to  be  attended  to,  and  the  district  is  in  a fairly  satisfactory 
condition. 

I am  sure  you  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  there  are 
now  only  20  ashpits,  which  I hope  to  have  done  away  with 
before  the  hot  weather  arrives. 

There  have  been  7 final  notices  served  with  respect  to 
nuisances,  30  visits  made  on  receiving  complaints,  92  visits 
respecting  infectious  diseases,  and  as  ordinary  sanitary 
work,  915  visits.  I have  given  92  informal  notices  and  21 
statutory. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  16  cowsheds,  32  milk- 
sellers,  16  bakehouses,  3 boilers  of  meat,  12  workshops 
with  machinery,  2 blacksmiths,  2 railway’  workshops,  and 
23  other  workshops,  all  of  which  have  been  inspected. 

There  are  outworkers  residing  at  Nottingham,  Wood- 
borough,  Ruddington,  Burton  Joyce,  Hucknall,  Arnold, 
and  IvOwdham,  of  which  notices  have  been  sent  to  their 
respective  Councils. 

Forty-one  houses  ha\'e  been  disinfected  by  the  Council’s 

men.
